Strange Effects of prejudice ! We have in the Communion of 


Serapion, a clear Example, or Inſtance of Communion in one 
Kind, without the leaſt ſhadow of a Synecdoche, ſince St.Denys 
of Alexandria ſo preciſely mentioneth, "That the ſolid part was 
only adminiſtred. We meet with the ſame Speech, and the 
fame thing in the Council of Carthage ; and St. Ambroſe then 
communicarxed without the leaſt mention of any thing but the 
Body. Moreover ( for I could bedemonſtrative in this Point ) 
it is manifeſt in-all Ages, That the Body only was reſerved for 
the uſual Communion of the Sick : notwithſtanding this, there 
are thoſe who in{iſted on a Synecdoche, and that without fo much 
as one Example to back it. What Blindneſs, or rather what 
Cavelling is this! | 
If theſe Gentlemen would be ingenuous, and as zealous to 
inſtruct others, as they are ſubtil to defend themſelves, the 
would foon ſee , that the alledging a bare Synecdoche in this 
caſe, was wholly vain and impertinent: After this way of 
arguing, all things will lie open to Shifts and Evaſions, and ng

ply to that of Paulinus, is made uſe of, to the ſame purpoſe. 
"But Calixtus hath not one word of this ; for this he knew, 
would be the only way to confute, or confound himſelf. 

Beſides, *tis certain the Figure he ſpeaks of, is not made uſe 
of in common Diſcourſe, like that , as when we ſpeak of eat- 
ing together, to expreſs an-.entire Feaſt ; or as in the Hebrew, 
Bread comprehended all manner of nouriſhment. ?T'is not ſo 
in the Language of the Church, 'That the mentioning of the 
Body only includes the Body and Blood ; on the contrary, you 
will find among the Fathers, That in all paſſages that men- 
tion the diſtribution of the Body and Blood , they are both 
clearly exprefled ; this was certainly the uſual way of expreſ- 
{ing it. 

Bur not to trouble my ſelf to no purpoſe with any Paſlages 
of the Fathers, where one is mention*d without the other, or 
the particular Reaſons, that oblig'd them to that manner of 
expreſſion , I ſhall aver to our preſent purpoſe, That I never 
met with any place that mentions the diſtribution of the Body 
and Blood, without expreſly naming both. 

"Twas as cafie for Calixrus to find an Inſtance of this Na- 
ture as my ſelf: and that there is no ſuch Inſtance to be found, 
is evident, in that it hath eſcaped the eye of ſo ſubtil, and fo 
induſtrious an Adverſary, 


I know alſo, 'That Mr. Bourdieu, who wrote ſince him, and, ny pourd;, 
( as a diligent Reader and Follower of him, ſhould have ſup- ch. 17. p. 
plied his Defets ) affirms, not only as to the Paſſage of Pau- 317: 


linus, and St. Ambroſe, but even that of Tertullian alſo ( viz.) 
That the Reaſon, why this ancient Father, ſpeaking of private 
Communion ( which we alſo ſhall treat of in its proper place) 
mention'd only the Body and the Bread, was, That he ſpoke 
by the Figure Synecdoche, which is very frequent in his Wri- 
tings, and a common way of ſpeaking amongſt men. But as 
to the matter in hand, notwithſtanding this bold Afſertion, he 

uceth ' no more - Inſtances , where this Speech was uſed, 
than Calixtus had done before. See here two Miniſters labour- 
ing under the ſame Confuſion. Calixtus confeſſeth that the 
Body only was named in the Communion of the Sick. Mr.Bour- 
dieu ſaith , That in private Communion, nothing was mentt- 


 oned but the Body. This doth not ſurprize us, becauſe we 


believe, that in communicating only under the Species of 
| | + Bread, .

Bread, we receive his Blood alſo : Theſe Miniſters will be- 
lieve nothing of it ; but fave themſelves under the ſhelter 'of 
an imaginary Synecdoche ; and both equally at a loſs, as to 
their Inſtances, or Examples they ſhould produce. What 
follows then but that their Swecdeche is meerly pretended, and 
without any ground at all? and particularly that St. Paxlinrs 
mentioneth only the Body in the Communion of St. Ambroſe ; 
St. Ambroſe received only the Body, as the Cuſtom was even 
in that Age. Suppoſe he objecteth, That this great man im- 
mediately dy'd y un the receiving of the Body ; yet fo plain, 
and clear is the Matter of Fact in this Point, that there is no 
room for any ſubtil evaſion, or for the introducing an imagt- 
nary Figure. But that we Thay fully convince theſe Miniſters, 
let us ſuppoſe their Synecdoche as common in this Caſe, as its 
rare, and unheard of; let Us ſee whether this agreeth with the 
preſent Paſſage or Hiſtory of St. Ambroſe : Paulinus ſaith, That 
St. Honoratus being retired to take his Nights Reſt, a Voice 
from Heaven advis'd him, That his ſick Penitent was going to 
die ; That the Saint immediately. came down, gave him the 
Body of our Lord; and that the Saint immediately on the re- 
ceiving of it, gave up the Ghoſt. Why faid he not that he 
diced immediately after his receiving the precious Blood, if it 
was fo in eftet ? IF it is fo uſual, as Catiixtus would have 
it, That by his Body,is by Symecdoohe' underſtood his Body,and 
Blood ; *tis as natural, 'Fhar by the fame Figure, and on the 
fame Reaſon we ſhould ſometimes find, that the Blood alone 
ſhould ſfignifie the receiving of both Kinds, both Body and 
Blood. And if ever this would have happened, it would have 
been on the- occaſion of St. Ambreſs's Communion , and we 
ſhould. have met with it in the Paſſage Paulinus hath left us : 
Becauſe his buſineſs was to ſhew us the receiving of the- Eu- 
chariſt, immediately followed by the Death of the- Saint ; and 
to repreſent this great man dying like another Moſes in the em- 
braces of his Saviour; if he would have ſhortned his Dif: 
courſe, he ſhould. have. finiſhed it: there where: the- Saint ex- 
Pired ; that is, at the-receiving of the Blood, which is always 
the laſt ; and f6- much the more, in reſpect, that ſappoſerh 
the other, and that immediately after the happy Saint expt- 
red. Nothing could have been more-ſenfible than- this, 'no- 
thing couldhave been more natural, nothing could have left- a 
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deeper impreffhon. If therefore we find no mention of Blood 
in the Hiſtorian, tis becauſe in efte& St. Ambroſe received it

brought the Saint the precious Blood with the Body, as equal- 
ly neceflary ; but thar St. Ambroſe, prevented by his Death, 
had not time enough to receive it: Oh the pitiful Refuge of 
a ſinking Cauſe! If Paulinus had had but the leaſt Idea of 
this, inſtead of repreſenting a holy Biſhop, as one that by a 
ſpecial Gift of Divine Providence , died, affiſted with all the 
Comforts a Chriſtian could defire , he ſhould on the contrary, 
have obſerved þy ſome particular Expretſion, That notwith- 
ſtanding the Voice from Heaven, and the wonderful diligence 


- of St. Honoratus, a ſudden Death had robb%d the holy Penitent 


of the precious Blood of his Maſter, an Effential part of the 
Blefled Sacrament : But theſe Notions were not dreamt of in 
thoſe days, and the Saints believed they gaveall , and that all 
that was neceſſary was received with his Body only. 

- Thus the two Anfivers of Calixtus are ſhewn to be equal- 
ly frivolous: Mr. Bourdiex, his great Diſciple alſo , had no 
Courage to aflert either the one or the other ; but in the great 
Confuſion and Abſurdity ſo evident a Teſtimony hath brought 


him, he endeavours to fave himſelf by this Anſwer, That ,,, Bourd 
St Ambreſe received the Communion as he could; not reflecting on Repl. ch.' 
his Affertion of Serapion's Communicating under both Kinds ; 23. p.379. 


and that if it had been the Cuſtom, it had been as eafie to have 
given it St. Awbroſe alſo in the ſame manner, Moreover , if 
they had thought theſe Kinds inſeparable, as the Miniſter, and 
thoſe of his Religion, pretends, *tis manifeſt they would ra- 
ther have reſolved to have given neither Kind, than to have 
iven the one without the other: Thus are theſe Miniſters con- 
ded with their own Anſwers, and have nothing left them 

to. combate with, but their own ſhadows. 

Nevertheleſs he hath found out an Expedient to weaken the 
Authorty of this Paſſage; for he hath the confidence in an 
Age fo. quick-fighted as this is, to aflert, That before this Ex- 
ample of St. Ambroſe, we cannot find in the Works of the Anci- 
ents, the leaft fbadow or fign of the Communion of the Sick, The 
Teſtimony of St. F4yſtin, who, in his ſecond Apology, a

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They carried the Holy Euchariſt to thoſe that were abſent,doth 


not concern him : For St.Fuſtin ſaith, he doth not expreſly men- 
tion the fick, as if their being ſick had been a ſufficient rea- 
ſon to have deprived them of this common Confolation, and 
not a motive rather for their receiving it. But what will be- 
come of the Exarnple of Serapion ? I*t not exprelly ſaid, he 
was ſick, and like to die? *T'is true ; but this was one of thoſe 
who had ſacrificed to Idols , and was now in the ſtate of Penance. 
So that to receive the Euchariſt at ones Death, it was neceflary 
by this, to have been firſt an Idolater ; and the Faithful, who 
all their Life-time are not excluded by any crime from the 
partaking of the Sacrament, ſhall be excluded from it at the 
point of death, even when they have moſt need of it. "Thus 
a man puffs up himſelf with the thoughts of writing a learned 
Diſcourſe,if like this Miniſter,he can but heap up an abundance 
of Examples of thoſe that dy*d without any mention of Com- 
munion ; without ſo much as dreaming that in ſuch Deſeri- 
ptions as theſe, that which is. moſt uſual, is moſt commonly 
omitted , or that we know not apparently by this expreſs 
Teſtimony of Paulinus, 'That the Biſhop communicated, . ex- 
cept the Author had inſerted the particular care that God Al- 
mighty had ſhewed in procuring him this Favour. But can 
this Miniſter be ignorant that in ſuch occaſions, one poſitive 
Teſtimony is ſufficient to confound a thouſand Negatives that 
are built on ſuch a weak Foundation ?' And could he not ſee 
that the Example only of St. Ambroſe, ſets forth an ceſtabliſh'd 
Cuſtom, ſince St. Honoratus, afloon as he underſtood that this 
great man was at the point of Death, he knew without any 
mention of it, that that was thecritical minute of giving him 
the Bleſſed Sacrament ? yer all this ſignifieth nothing : 'The 
Miniſters are refolved' to continue their Doubts of rhis Cuſtom,

only, than under both Species, ſince it was an eſtabliſht cuſtom 
to take the Communion every day at home under that Spe- 
cies only, whereas both Species were not. to be received, but in 
Church-Aſſemblies, which were not ſo common in thoſe days ; 
and none ever dreamt, during the Series of ſo many Ages, 
of any defe&t or imperfeCtion in either of theſe ways. 

Thoſe who underſtand how much Veneration they bore to 
holy things in thoſe days, will not look on it as unſeenung,. or 
diſreſpe&tful to deliver the Communion into the hands of the 
Faithful, or to allow them the carrying it to their particular 
Homes, where to our ſhame and confuſion was more Modeſty 
than is to be met with in our Church in theſe days. 

.*Tis known alſo what mighty care the Chriſtians took to 
kbep' the ſacred Treaſure of the Body of our Lord ; but eſpe- 
cially in concealing it from prophane hands. We ſee in the 
Acts of the Martyrs of Nicomedia, when the Magiſtrates viſited 
the Chamber where St. Donna lived with the Eunuch Indes her 
Servant, they found only a Croſs, the Book of the Acts of the A- 
poſtles, the rwo Mars ſpred upon the bare ground, which were the 
Beds of theſe Martyrs, an earthen Cenſer, a Lamp, a little wood- 
en Box, wherein they placed the holy Oblation which they received ; 


but no Oblation, no Holy Euchariſt could be found, which was that 


they looked for. Let the Proteſtants now . tell us what theſe 
Martyrs did with this Crofs or Cenſer : Catholicks are fatis- 
fied in this Point, and are tranſported to ſee amongſt the 
Goods of theſe Saints with the Primitive Simplicity, the marks 
of their Religion, and of the Honour which was then given 
to the Holy Euchariſt. But that which is much for our preſent 
purpoſe, we ſee in this Hiſtory how the Euchariſt was kept, 
and how careful they were to prevent its falling into the 
hands of Infidels God himſelf was ſometime concer'd in 
this Point, and the Acts of St. Tharſicius an Acohte, ſhew how 
this holy Martyr being met by Pagans', whilſt he was carry- 

oh F ing 
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ing the Bleſſed Sacrament of the Body of our Lord,. wowd never diſco- 

ver what be carried, and was deſtroyed with Sticks and Stones ; after 
which, when theſe Infidels ſearched him ,, they could not either in his. 
Hands or in his Cloths meet with the leaſt Particle of the Sacrament of 
Feſus Chriſt, God himſelf taking a particular care of thele heavenly. 
Gifts, Thoſe who know the Style of theſe times, confeſs it in; 
thoſe Acts, where mention is made of the Sacraments of Jeſus 

Chriſt, and of the Sacraments of his Body. They uſed this 
Word Sacrament indifferently, either in the Plural or Singular 

Number, in ſpeaking of the Euchariſ?, ſometime to expreſs the 
perfe&t Unity, and ſometime to ſhew there were in one Sacra- 

ment alone, and' in one fole Myſtery (for theſe are converti- 

ble Terms) and even in each Particle of this adorable Sacra- 
ment, many Sacraments, and many Myſteries together. 

This reſerving or keeping of the Holy Euchariſt under the: 
ſole Species of Bread in particular or private houſes, confirms 
the Belief of keeping it in Churches, or at the Biſhops houſes, 
for the benefit of the ſick ; and fuch Practices which. mutually

| And ſetting aſide the Opinion of Mr: de 1a Roque, *tis mani- 
eſt, theſe two Councils held in the fourth Age, or thereabouts, 
could not deteſt a cuſtom as facrilegious, which by the Teſti- 
mony of the Fathers, was common in thoſe times, as we have 
ſhewed from the confeſſion of the Miniſters themſelves.

"Theſ wretched people, who ſo obſtinately avoided the 
Communion, were the Priſcilianſts, certain Hereticks of thoſe 
times and places there, who uſually mix'd themſelves with the 
Faithful. Burt if they reject this for the Motive of that Ca« 
non, they muſt confeſs there were other evil Motives which 
oblig'd them not to ſwallow the Holy Euchariſt, which were lia- 
ble to be condemned in theſe Councils. One may abſtain 
from the Euchariſt out of Superſtition, he may keep it with, a 
Deſign to abuſe it, or reject it out of pure Infidelity ; and the 
Eleventh Council of Toledo. tells us , fuch a kind of Sacrilege 
was condemned in the firſt. Theſe, and ſuch like Abuſes, ta- 
ken notice of in certain places, might occaſion local Prohibi- 
tions : and *tis yet certain, That what is practiſed reverentially

of JESUS CHRIST himſelf ; that is, theſe words, This is my 
Body: Powerful Words, ſaith he, to which the Lord gives his Vir- 
zue; according to the expreſſion of the Pfalmiſt, Word whichare 
always effectual, ſince the Y/ord who is the Power of God, 
faith and doth all at the fame time: fo that here is made by 
theſe Words, contrary to all humane Reaſon, a new nouriſh- 
ment for anew man, a new Jeſus born of the Spirit, an Hoſt 
deſcended from Heaven ; and what follows, which is nothing 
to our Subject ; this being clear enough to ſhew this great 
Biſhop placed Conſecration in the Words of our Saviour.

S O many conſtant Practices of the Primitive Church, fo 

I many different Circumſtances whereby it is clear ſhe gave 
the Communion under one Kind, privately and publickly, yet 
always with an univerſal approbation, and according to the 
eſtabliſhed Canons ; ſo many Ages before the Council of Con- 
ſtance, and from the beginning of Chriltianity, even to this * 
very Council, do invincibly demonſtrate, this Council follow'd 
only the Tradition of all Ages, in defining Communion under 
one Kind, as good and ſufficient , as that under both; and 
which way ſoever it was taken, they neither contradicted Jeſus 
Chriſt's Inſtitution, nor cheated themſelves of the Benefit of 
this Bleſſed Sacrament. 

In things of this nature Holy Church hath always thought 
ſhe had liberty to change her Laws, as Times and Circum- 
ſtances might require ; and therefore leaving Communion un- 
der one or both Kinds,as a thing indifferent; and afterwards on 
ſome particular Reaſons obliging her Members to both ; on 
other diſtinct Reaſons ſhe hath reduced them again to commu- 

' nion under one Kind, ready to give both when the Good of 
Sef.

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They had an Inſtance of this Conceſſion in the Council of 
Baſil : by which the Cup was granted to the Bohemians, on 
condition they ſhould acknowledge Jeſus Chriſt was received 
whole and entire under each Kind ; or that it was not neceſ- 


. fary to receive both, 


It was therefore much debated at Trent, Whether they 


ſhould allow the ſame thing to Germany and France, who de- 


manded it in order to the reducing the Lutherans and Calviniſts. 
In fine, the Council thought fit, for ſeveral important Reaſons, - 


to leave it to the Pope, that in this he might act according to 
his Prudence, what might be moſt advantageous for the ſtate 
of Chriſtendom , and moſt proper for their Salvation, who 
ſhould ask it or require it. 

In conſequence of this Decree, and according to the exam- 
ple of Paul the "Third, his Succeſſor Pius the Fourth, at the In- 
treaty of Ferdinand the Emperor, and ſome other Princes of 
Germany, by his Briefs of the firſt of September 1563. ſent a 
Permiſſion to ſome Biſhops to grant the Cup to the Germans 
on cettain conditions expreſſed in theſe Brief, conformable to 
thoſe of Baſil, if they found it good for their Souls. "This was 
accordingly put in execution at Vienna, in Auſtria, and in ſome 
other places. Bur they ſoon ſaw their minds were too much 
exaſperated to profit any thing by this Remedy. The Luthe- 
ran Miniſters ſought for nothing but an occaſion to inſinuate to 
the People , Thar the Church confeſſed her ſelf in an Error, 
whilſt ſhe believed the ſubſtance of the Bleſſed Sacrament. was 
received entire under one Kind only : a thing clearly contrary 
to the Declaration ſhe exated ; but blind Paſſion makes men 
prevaricate, undertake and believe any thing. So they ceaſed 
to make uſe of that Indulgence, or Conceſfion the Pope pru- 
dently granted them, which perhaps at another time with bet-- 
ter diſpoſitions would have ſucceeded better. 

Holy Church, which ought in all things to keep the Ba- - 
lance equal, ought not to make that ſeem indifferent, which is - 
efſential, or that effential which is indifferent,nor to change her - 
Diſcipline, but for the manifeſt good of her Children ; and 
from this prudent diſpenſation are derived all the Changes or

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FIRST PRINCIPLE. 


Nothing indiſpenſable in the Sacrament but what is 
eſſential. 


= E firſt Principle I lay down, is, That in the Admi- 
niſtration of Sacraments, we -are not obliged to do all . 
which Jeſus Chriſt did, but only what is effential to them. 

This is an undeniable Principle. "The pretended Reformers 
_ dip not their Infants in the Water of Baptiſm , as St. 7h 

dipped Jeſus Chriſt in the River Fordan , neither do they. cele- 
brate the Lords Supper at Table, or in Supper time, as Jeſus 
Chriſt did ; omitting many other things Chriſt himſelf obſer- 
ved. 

But that which requires moſt our immediate conſideration, 
is the Ceremony of Baptiſm, which may ſerve for a ground- 
work or Baſis for many things in this nature. 

'To baptize ſignifieth to dip, in this all agree. 'This Cere- 
mony is derived from the Purifications of the Fews; and as a- 
mongſt them, the moſt perfect Purification conſiſted in a total 
dipping of themſelves in Water, Jeſus Chriſt, who came to 
* ſanctihe and fulfl the old Ceremonies, choſe this as the moſt 
proper, and moſt ſignificant, to expreſs the renutſion of fins, 
and the regeneration of the new man. 

The Baptiſm of St. Fohn, which was as a preparative to that 
of Jeſus Chriſt, was performed by dipping. 

The vaſt number of People which reſorted to this Baptiſm, 
occaſioned St. Fohn to chooſe the Borders of Fordan , and parti. 
cularly the Country of £102 , near Salim, becauſe of the great 
plent7 of Water there, and the greart facility of dipping thoſe 
who came to offer or conſecrate themſelves to Pennance by

"There is no evidence in the As of the Apoſtles, the three 
thouſand, and the five thouſand converted by St. Peter's Sermons, 
were baptized any other way ; and the number of theſe Proſe- 
lices, is no Argument they were baptized by ſprinkling, as ſotne 
would have it. For, not to infift on their not being baptized 
all on one day, *'tis clear St. Fobr Bapriſt , who baptized as ma- 
ny, ſince all Fudeas flocked to him, yet baptized them by dip- 
ping : And his Example hath ſufficiently ſhewed us, Thar in 
order to the baptizing of many, they uſually choſe a place 
where there was good ſtore of Water: Beſides that, the Purifi- 
cations and Bathes of the Ancients, eſpecially of the Fews , did 
much facilitate this Ceremony, 

In fine, The Scriptures ſhew us not any other way of bap- 
tizing ; and we can prove by the Aft of Councils and ancient 
Rituals, 'That Holy Church, as much as it was poſlible, baptized 
no other way. 

'The very word alſs which is uſed in the Rituals, to expreſs 
the Action of Godfathers and Godmothers, in fying they lift 
the Child upfrom the Font , fſhews clear h, it was the 
cuſtom to dip them in it. Thd theſe are indiſputable Truths, 
yet neither we, nor the ed Reformers , take notice of 
the Anabaptifts, who hokd this dipping as eſſential, and indiſpen- 
fable, and neither of us ſcruple to this dipping of the 
whole Body, into a meer ſprinkling of ſome part of the Bo» 


dy. .

from that Spirit of Truth he left them for their 'Teach-

T HE Matter is more ſurpriſing in the Old Teſtament, 
_ Where we ſee, every thing was circumſtanc'd, and fo 
carctully particularized : Yet nevertheleſs *tis certain, a Law 
written ſo exa@ly, required Tradition, and the Senſe of the 
Synagogue to be well underſtood. | | | 
The Law of the Sabbath only, affordeth many Examples in 
this Point. gs 
'Bx. 16.23. Every one knows how rigorouſly the Sabbath was obſery- 
35+ 3+ ed, on which, upon pain of Death,they were forbidden todrefs 
their Meat, or ſo much as to light their Fire. In ſhort, the 
Law was fo preciſe in this Caſe, that many durſt ſcarce move 
on this holy Day. *T'was.-certain, there was no undertaking 
or continuing a Journey on that day ; and 'tis known how it 
of. Ant, fared with Antiochus Sidetes's Army, when out of reſpect to Fob 
*23-IGol Fyrcanus, and the Fews, he ſtopped his March for two days, on 
which they were equally obliged by their Law to reſt, as on 
the Sabbath day. - In this rigorous Obligation to reſt, Tradition 
and Cuſtom only can teach us what Grains of Allowance there 
might be without any profanation of theſe holy Days. Hence 
AR. 1:12. is derived that Expreſſion in the As of the Apoſtles , from ſuch 
a place, to ſuch a place, is a Sabbath-days Journey. This 
"Tradition was eſtabliſhed , and never condemned by himſelf , 
or his Apoſtles. 
Notwithſtanding the rigour of this Sabbath, it was allowed to 
iLuk.13.15, nty a Beaſt, and lead ir to drink, or to pull it out if falln into 
14.5. a Ditch. Our Bleſſed Lord, who alledgeth theſe Examples, as 
publick and notorious among the Fews, inſtead of condemning — 
them, doth authorize and eſtabliſh them , tho the Law had 
-been {lent therein, and that they ſeem obnoxious to the general

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Such Obſervances as theſe were of - great Importance, in 2 
Law ſo ſevere, and.in which: none could prevaricate the leaſt 
Tota, or Tittle, without incurring terrible Pains, and an inevi- 
table MalediCtion. | 

Burt ſee what is. more important; in the time of the Macchabees, , yyac o, 
it was propoſed whether Self-defence was allowed on the Sabbath 32, 38,49, 
day ; and the Jews ſuffered themſelves to be killed, till the Syna- 41. 
gogue declared Self-defence lawful. 2 Mace15, 

Yet in allowing Self-defence, the Synagogue durſt not upon 
any advantage whatſoever , allow or permit. a publick onſer. 
But after the Synagogue had permitted Self-defence., there was Foſ.Ar.. 
a ſcruple yet. bebmd ; (-i3.) Whether it was lawful to repair a 24+ - - 
Breach-upgn; the Sabbarh-day. For th6 Self-defence was deci-- 
ded as lawful, -in caſe of animmediate Affault from their Ene-- 
mies,. yet-they doubted whether that Permiſſion might have any : 
force where the Aflault was not ſo immediate. 'The Fews, when 
beſieged in Feruſalem, durſt not extend this Diſpenſation fo far,. 
and fo conſequently fell into the hands of Pompey, "The Scruple 
ſeemed. tso nice ; and I produce this Example to inſtance in: 
what caſes the Law had not provided, and where the Decla-- 
ration of the Synagogue was requiſite. to appeaſe their Con-. 
ſciences. - |

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When the Paſſover happened on the firſt Day of the Week, 
which is our Sunday, diverfe things were to be done for the 
Preparation of the Paſchal Sacrifies,  'There was the Choice 
of the Victim, the examining of its Qualifications by the 
Prieſts, the bringing it to the T'emple and Altar, in order to 
the Sacrificing it at the Hour appointed. | 

All theſe things, with many other , were perform'd on the 
Vigil of the Paſſover. 'The Leavened Bread was to be caſt 
away, Which by. the preciſe Terms of the Law, at the- be- 
ginning of the Paſfover day , ought, not to be found in all 
Isael. The Law might have ordered. thefe things on” the 
Friday, 'when the Paflover fell on Sunday ; or for the obſervi 
of them, might have diſpenſed with the Sabbath : The Law 
would not do it : Tradition alone authoriſed the Prieſts to do 
their Functions; and we may fay in theſe Caſes, as well as 
thoſe our Bleſſed Saviour hath obſerved, the Priefts violate the 
Sabbath in the Temple, aud are without. Reproach. 

Doth he not alſo approve what David did, when contrary 
to the Law, through Hunger , he eat the Bread of Propoſition, 
or Shew-bread, and in ſo doing followed the Senſe of the-High-

The Paſſover, with all other Feaſts of the I7ael:tes , as well 
as their Sabbaths, began in the Evening, and according to the 
expreſs Order of the Law, at the time of Veſpers : Yet thd 
Veſpers, ſtriftly taken, was the ſetting: of - the Sun, amongſt rhe 
Fews the Veſper-rime was not fo preciſely. taken. The Law, 
notwithſtanding, did not decide it, and Cuſtom alone had pre- 
vaild, 'Thar Veſpers, ſhould begin preſently after Mid-day, and: 
on the declining of the Sun. | 

The preciſe 'Terrs of the Law are infufficient to determin- 
what that time was betwixt the two Veſers, which was ſer 
apart for the Paſſover in the Hebrew Text of Exodus, nothing 
but "Fradition alone had ſhewn, it was all the time compre- 
ded betwixt the declining-of the Sun, and its ſetting.

But here, 
where they find no weapon from Scripture to convince the 
Anabaprtiſts, they are obliged to ſeek elſewhere, and art the 
ſame time to Confeſs, That in ſuch occaſions the perpetual 
Practice 'of Holy Church is an Authority facred, and in- 


'violable. 


Let us come now to the Holy Euchariſt. 'The pretended Re- 
formers glory they have in theſe words, Drink, ye al of thn, an 
expreſs Command for all the faithful to partake of the Cup. 
But if - we tell them, theſe words addreſſed to the Apoſtles only, 
rhen preſent, were fulfilled, when in effe& they all drank of 
it, as St» Mark faith, what refuge will they find in Scripture ? 
Where can they find theſe words of Jeſus Chriſt, Drink ze all of 
it, appliable to any others, than thoſe to whom Jeſus Chriſt 
faid, Do this? Theſe words, Do this, relate only to the Mini- 
ſters of the Holy Exmcharift, who alone have power to do what 
Jefus Chrift did, ( »:z. ) to conſecrate, and diſtribute the Eu- 
chariſt, as well as receive it. How therefore will they prove 
theſe words, Drink ye all of this, extend any farther ? But if 
they ſay, ſome words of our Blefled Lord relate to all the faith- 
ful in general, and ſome w the Miniſters only, what rule have 
they in Scripture to know what belongs .to one, and what to 
the other, hnce Jeſas Chriſt ſpeaks every where after the fame 
marmer, and without diftin&tion ?

Why then in giving us fo mighty 'Treaflires, his holy Sou, 
his Divinity, his wind ſelf, did he only expreſs his Body and 
his Bload, unleſs to teach us this Leflon, That by that Infir- 
mity he vouchſated to have Communion withus, we mult reap - 
the Benefit of his Power and Strength? And why in his word 
hath he ſeparated this: Body, and this Blood, which he would 
not effecually,unleſs for that little time he was in the Sepulchre, 
' tf not to teach us alſo, this Body and this Bleod, with which 
he nouriſheth, and quickeneth us, would not prove fo effectu- 
al without __ once actually ſeparated ; or if the violent: 
Death of our Bleffed Saviour, by which he became a Victim 
for us, had not been the Conſequence of this Separation ? So 
chat the Vertue of this Body , and:this Blood, being derived- 
from his Death, he was for preſerving the Image of this Death 
mthe Holy Supper, and by fo- lively a Repreſentation, ſted-- 
faſtly and conſtantly fix our Minds on the Cauſe of our Sal-- 
vation, that is the Holy Sacrifice of the Creſs. 
By this Doc&trin we are to have our living Victim, under 
an Image of Death ; otherwiſe we ſhould not be enlivened. Je-

Our Reformers- will not, or perhaps cannot underſtand-ſo - 
high a Myſtery, . for - it enters into no Hearts, but ſuch as are. 
diſpoſed and prepared for it by a purified Faith : But if they 
cannot tu it, they may at kealt underſtand, we cannot 
believe a real Preſence-of the.Body, and Bloed of Jeſus Chriſt, . 
withour all the other things we have even now explained; . and i 
this is what we call Concomitancy. |

Therefore the Son of God, who underſtood what he would: 
= in his Myſtery, underſtood alſo very well how to in-- 
orm us, in what he would place the Virtue of it. What 
therefore he hath ſaid in St. Fehn ſhould be no more objeQed : 
Joh. 6. TI you Eat not the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and Drink not his 
54+ Blood, you ſhall not have Life in you. "The natural, and moſt 
obvious Senſe of theſe words is, there is no Life for thoſe who 
ſeparate themſelves from one- and. the other : For truly, it is 
not eating and drinking, but the receiving of Jeſus Chriſt that 
giveth Life.

and his Blood, but in the Subſtance both of rhe one and the 
other. Whence the Primitive Fathers as St. Cyprian, he who 
moſt certainly Adminiftred nothing, but the Blood only to lit 
tle Infants, as we have it preciſely in his "Treatiſe De Lap/ir, 
faith the Parents, who led their Children to the Sacrifices of 
Kols, depriv'd them of the Body and Blood of our Saviour :

And in another place he teaches, that whatſoever is intended 25, 26.

Blood only. St. Auguſtin faith often the ſame [wm tho in one 
of his Epiſtles he had ſeen, and examined that paſſage of Sr. 
Cyprian, where he ſpeaks of the Communion of ts by 
Blood alone, without taking notice of any thing as extraordi- 
nary in this way of Communion ; and that the African Church, 
where St. Auſtin was Biſhop, without doubt retained the Tra- 
dition, St. Cyprian ( ſo a Martyr) Biſhop of Carthage, and 
Primate of Africa, bat Ik behind | him. "The ſubſtance of 
this is, that the Body, and Blood inſeparably accompany each 
other, ths the Species, by Virtue of the Inſtitution, are taken 
ſeparately, their Subſtance is as inſeparable as their Virtue or 
their Grace : So that Infants in drinking only the Blood, re- 
ceive alſo the whole and entire Subſtance of this Bleſſed Sacra- 
ment, and in effect, an aQtual and perfect Communion. 

All theſe things ſufficiently ſhew, why we believe Commu- 
nion in one Kind, or both, equally contains the Subſtance or 
Eſſential Effe&ts of this Sacrament. The Pratice of all Ages,which 
hath thus explained it, is grounded on the- Foundation of the

But if in thoſe very Sacraments, wherein Jeſus Chriſt is not 
really and ſubſtantially contained, as in that of Baptiſm; this 
Principle. doth yet hold : how much more doth it hold in the 
Holy Euchariſt, where Jeſus Chriſt 1s perſonally preſent, and 
what can he deſire more who poſleſſeth him whole and entire ? 

But ſome will fay, in ſhort, we are not to reafon ſo much 
one expreſs words. Since its your opinion the ſxxth Chaprer of 
St. Foln is to be underſtood of the Holy Enchariſt, there's no 
diſpenſing with the PraCtice as tothe Letter, ſince you are ob- 
liged to give the Blood to Drink, as well as the Body to Eat, 

Jefus Chriſt having equally pronounced both, If you Eat nor 
my Body and Drink not my Blood, you ſhall have no Life in you. 

Let us once filence theſe obſtinate and contentious Spirits, 
who. will not underſtand theſe words of Jeſus Chriſt by their 
whole 'Tenour and Connexion. I ask them,why according to thefe 
words, they believe not Communion abſolutely neceſfary for 
the Salvation of all Men, yea even of linle Infants newly 

Baptiz'd. If there muſt be no Explication, let us give the Com- 
munion to others, and if there nt be, kt it be by the ſame 
Rule. I fay by the-fame Rule, becauſe: the ſame Rule, or Princi-

the particular Communion of the Blood, is not neceflary to thoſe 

who have already partaken of his Body. | 

The Principle which informs usCommunion is not neceſlary to 
the Salvation. of little Infants baprized, is, that they have already 
received the remiffion of Sins, and a new Life in Baptiſm, as be- 
ing thereby regenerated and fandtified : So that if they ſhould 
periſh for want of being Communicated, they would periſh in 
the State of Innocence and Grace. "The ſame Principle ſhew- 
cth alſo, he who hath received the Bread of Life, hath no 
need of receiving the facred Blood, fince as we have often 
demonſtrated, he hath received with the Bread of Life, the 
whole Subſtance of the Sacrament, and with that Subſtance, the 
whole Effential Virrue of the Holy Euchariſt. 

The Subſtance of the Excharift is Jeſs Chriſt himſelf; The 

Virtue of the Ewharift is to nourtſh the-Soul, to preſerve 
therein that new Life it received in Baptiſm, to ——_ its

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Union with Jefus Chriſt, and even to fanftifie and enliven onr 
very Bodies: I ask, whether in the very Moment the facred 
Body of our Lord is received, all theſe Effedts are nor alſo 
received, and whether the receiving of the Blood can add any 
thing thereunto that is eſſential. 

This is what relates to the Principal, let us come now to 
what relates to the Authority. 

The Authoricy which convinceth us, Communion is not fo 
neceſlary to the Salvation of little Infants, as Baptiſm, is the 
Authority of the Church. An Authority which in effect car- 
ries with it in the Tradition of all Ages the true Senſe of 
Holy Writ ; and as this Authority hath taught us that he who 
is baptized , wants not any thing neceſlary to Salvation; fo- 
doth it alfo teach us that he who receives one Kind, receives 
alſo the whole efftefts of the Exchariſt: Whence in the moſt 
primitive "Times they communicated indifferently either under 
one, or under both Kinds, without the leaſt thought -of Ha- 
Zarding that Grace they were to receive in the Sacrament. 


Jo. 6. 54. - Wherefore, th$ it be written, IF you do not eat my Body, and

drink, my Blood, you ſhall have no Life in you : It it alſo writ to 
the ſame purpoſe, or after the ſame manner; If a Man be not 
regenerated of Water and of the Holy Ghoſt,, he ſhall net enter into the 
Kingdom of God : Holy Church never underſtood an equal ne- 
cefſity in theſe two Sentences: On the contrary, ſhe always 
looked on Baptiſm, which giveth Life, as more neceſlary than 


_ the Euchariſt which preſerves it. But as Nouriſhment always 


follows Birth, if the Church was not ſenſible of , being taught 
by God, it would not have refuſed to Chriſtians regenerated 
by Baptiſm, that Nouriſhment Jeſus Chriſt prepared for them 
in the Euchars#. For neither Jeſus Chriſt nor the Apoſtles left 
any thing in Writing concerning ir. Holy Church then hath 
learnt Þy another way, but always equally certain, what ſhe 
can continue -or. diſpenſe' with without any prejudice to her 
Children, and all they have s ſtedfaſtly to rely on her Faith. 
Let not our. Adverſaries dream they can evade the force of 
this Argument, under a pretence of not underſtanding theſe 
two Paſſages of the Goſpel as we do. I know very well they 
neither underſtand this Paſage, of Baptiſm with Water, where 
it is faid, If you be net regenerated or born again of Water,

F They have taken away Extream Unt&tion fo expreſly ordai- 
ned in the Epiſtle of St. Fames, thd the Apoſtle annexed to it 
tes meg the inpoleion of hands which the kid 
hey neglect the impoſition of hands which the bly A- 
poſties bd the Faithful in giving the Holy: Ghoſt, 
and as if this Divine Spirit was not to deſcend any otherwiſe 
than viſibly, they deſpite the Ceremony by which he was g+- 
ven, becauſe he is now . no more given after this viſible 
The impoſition of hands in the ordaining of Miniſters is 
with them -equally defpiſed. For rhd they uſually Pracife it,

one Kind, is a Myſtery unknown 'or unheard of in the primi- 
tive Church, wherein it was never mentioned as a matter of 
Faith, that together with his Body, his Blood, his Divinity 
were alſo certainly received. They ſay alfo, this Doctrine of 
Concomitancy, being according to us a neceffary conſequence 
of the real Preſence, it may be believed, that one cannot be 
known, or heard of withour the other. | 
The Miniſters objeCt to us thoſe very Precautions, we have our 
ſelves inſiſted on. We do not find, fay they, in the primitive 
Church any of theſe Precautions , eſtabliſhed in theſe later 
Ages, for keeping the Eucharift, for ſtirring up the People to 
adore it, or to prevent its falling on the Ground. Notwith- 
ſtanding this dread or fear, Communion in beth Kinds, was 
adiminiſtred to all the People for many Ages ; and theſe new 
Precautions ſerve for nothing, but to ſhew us they have a diffe- 
rent opinion. of the Euchariſt, from that of the primitive 
Times. LE 
For a Concluſion they tell us, we have given our ſelves a 
needleſs trouble, in taking fo much pains to prove, it is an in- 
different thing to Communicate under one or both Kinds, ſince 
the main reſult from this Proof is, that the People muſt be 
left to their choice in this Point, and that we muſt not reſtrain 
a Liberty Jeſus Chriſt himſelf hath left them. 
But to begin with what ſeems moſt plauſible, Who knows 
not that in things in their own Nature indifferent, Holy

poſleſſed alſo our Forefathers from the Primi- 


tive Ages of the Church, then did they already believe Tran- 
ſubſtantion with all its Conſequences. Mr. Furieux goeth on : 
They trembled to think the adorable Body of our Lord ſhould lie 
upon the Ground amongſt Duſt and Dirt , without a poſſibility of 


taking it up. 


If then our Forefathers have had the ſame trem- 


bling to think of it, as well as they, then according to him muſt 
they have had the ſame Belief. He is always mentioning this 
Fear of Effuſion, as a neceſſary Conſequence from the Belief 
of a real Preſence. This Reaſon, faith he, that is to fay, which. 
is taken from the fear of Effuſion, may be proper for them, that 
15 to fay for the Catholics ; but it ſignifieth nothing to us who do 
not. acknowledg, the Fleſh and Blood of our Saviour are really con- 
tained under Bread and Wine. You ſee Gentlemen; 'your Mi- 
niſters would fear this Effuſſion equally with us, did they be- 
lieve alfo the real Preſence: 'The Fathers then, I fay again, 

believed-it, ſince as it isevident they were poſſeſſed with the 

ſame Fear and Apprehenſion. |

For my part, I eafily believe , what with the Order, the 
Silence, the Gravity of ancient Aﬀemblies, the Blood of our 
Lord was ſeldom or never fhed : Theſe Scandals happening 
often in the Tumult, and Confuſion of theſe laſt Apes, occa- 
fioned the People ro defire, in receivirg the Communion, that 
Species only they faw was leaſt obnoxious to fach Inconveni- 
ences; and fo much the rather, that in receiving it alone they 
knew they loſt nothing, poſſefling him whole and entire who- 
was the ſole object of their Love. | | Eh 

Yet I confeſs, when Berengavius rejected ( in ſpight of the 
Church of his time, and the general Tradition of all the Fa- 
thers) the real Preſence of Jeſus Chrift m this Sacrament, the 
Belief of this Myftery, was, as I may fay, even-by Oppoliti- 
on, quickened and enlivened, and che' Piety' of the Faithful, 
ſcandalized by this Herefic, was for ſignalizing i ſelf by freſh 
Teſtmonies. I acknowledge here the Spirit of Holy Church, 
did not fo vigorouſly or eminently adore Jeſus Chriſt, or the 
Holy Ghoſt, till their Divinity was oppoſed by fome new 
Hereſy. The Myſtery of the Holy Euchariſt was to have its 
ſhare, and the Hereſy of Berengarius was as neceſſary for the 
Church, as that of Arius, and Macedonius.
